Rioting erupted to 
day in black townships outside 
Pretoria,

two blacks were shot to death. 
Stone throwing and other un 
rest was reported at schools in 
some of 
the smaller black 
ghettos near Johannesburg, but. 
life was returning to normal in 
the bigger townships that were 
the battlegrounds last week lor 
the worst racial violence in 
South African history 
The government in its first 
comprehensive report of easu 
allies and damage in the noting 
last week said at least 
128 
persons were killed, 1.112 were 
injured, 143 vehicles and 139 
buildings were burned or darn 
aged. 
The commissioner of police, 
Gen, Gert Prinsloo, said white 
casualties were two dead and 
six injured 
“ It has definitely been estab­ 
lished that 41 blacks w ere killed 
and 75 injured a a result of 
police 
action,” 
the 
general 
added, explaining that investi­ 
gations were continuing to do 
termine who was responsible 
for as-yet-unclassified casu­ 
alties 
Meanwhile, the police report­ 
ed trouble in three townships 
around Pretoria. 
They said four buses and a 
bus company office were set 
afire at Mabopane, about 21 
miles northwest of the city, in

Libyan, Syrian Peace 
Troops Enter Lebanon 


* BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — 
F'fty truckloads of Libyan and 
S rian peace-keeping 
troops 
£ .‘rived in Lebanon today to po- 
Ilf e a new truce in the wake of 
another night of heavy fighting 
between Syrian and Palestinian 
forces. 
A P alestinian spokesm an 
said the force, made up of one 
Libyan and one Syrian bat­ 
talion, drove across the Syrian 
border and headed for Beirut 
by way of Sidon. 
The Palestinians and their 
leftist Lebanese Moslem allies 
withdrew their previous veto of 
Syrians in the peacekeeping 
force, the spokesman said. He 
added that the Syrian battalion 
was "separate” from the 12,- 
500-man Syrian invasion force 
occupying much of northern, 
eastern and southern Lebanon. 
The primary task of the two 
battalions will be to form buffer 
zones 
between 
the 
warring 
Syrians and the Palestinians, 
whose forces battled on three 
fronts through the night despite 
reports of the new cease-fire. 
Fierce rocket and artillery 
duels were reported on the 
southern outskirts of Beirut, 
near the southern port of Sidon 
and along the eastern moun­ 
tains overlooking the Christian 
heartland north of Beirut. 
D istant 
explosions 
w ere 
heard in Beirut as Moslem-con­ 
trolled Beirut Radio announced 
the new truce agreement and 
said the Syrian and Palestinian 
commands sent orders to their 
field units at l a m 
to stop 
shooting on all fronts. 
A guerrilla spokesman said 
more than 800 Svrian rockets 


hit Palestinian refugee camps 
in south Beirut during the night, 
causing heavy destruction at 
the Bourj el-Barajneh camp. 


‘‘Ambulances available to the 
commando 
movement 
could 
not cope with the large number 
of civilian c a su a ltie s,” the 
spokesman asserted. 


Security officials estimated 
that more than 90 persons were 
killed and 170 wounded in the 
latest fighting. They said 54 
were killed and 84 wounded 
Saturday night by artillery and 
small-arms fire along the line 
between the Christian and Mos­ 
lem sectors of Beirut. 


During a lull Sunday in the 
city, an unarmed U.S. Navy 
landing craft picked up 100 
Americans and 157 other for­ 
eigners from the Beirut beachf­ 
ront and put them aboard a 6th 
Fleet amphibious ship to be 
evacuated to Athens, Greece. 
But despite urging from the 
U.S. Embassy and President 
Ford, more than 90 per cent of 
1,350 Americans and their 750 
non-American dependents 
in 
the country refused to leave.

Supporters of the proposed 
change acknowledged that C ar­ 
ter is using a careful vice pres­ 
idential selection process this 
vearwhich closely parallels the 
method they suggested for 1980 
and beyond. 
But one Carter strategist said 
the former Georgia governor 
did not^want to have his hands 
tied on vice presidential selec­ 
tion if he should win this No­ 
vember and then run again in 
1980. So the proposal was de­ 
feated in a voice vote by the 
rules committee. 
Another unsuccessful pro­ 
posed change came from the 
Democratic Women’s Caucus 
which urged that starting in 
1980 half of the delegates to the 
national convention he women 
Supporters insisted that the 
50-50 proposed split did not con 
stitute a quota like those which 
existed at the 1972 convention 
and caused deep divisions w ith­ 
in the party. 
t ’arter delegates and sup­ 
porters prepared a substitute 
offered by former New York 
Gov. Averill Harriman that 
called for state Democratic or­ 
ganizations to "promote" equal 
numbers of male and female 
delegates, but dropped any rule 
for enforcement of any propor­ 
t i o n s .

Source Indicates Castro Knew 
Of CIA Death Plot Against Him

WASHINGTON (AP) 
The 
Senate intelligence committee 
has pieced together a Brazilian 
connection 
that 
informed 
sources say provides further 
circumstantial evidence that 
Cuba's Fidel Castro knew about 
a CIA plot against his life. 
These sources noted that the 
CIA plot continued despite Cas 
tro's apparent knowledge of it 
and that this adds weight to the 
never-proven theory that the 
Cuban dictator had a motive to 
order the assassination of Pres­ 
ident John F. Kennedy. 
In September 1963, a Cuban 
CIA operative, code-named 
"AM-LASH," contacted a U.S. 
intelligence aeent 
in 
Brazil 
where they discussed assassi­ 
nating Castro, the sources say. 
Two days later, ('astro chose 
the Brazilian embassy in Ha­ 
vana as the site for an im 
promptii news conference at 
which he publicly warned that 
"U.S. leaders should think that 
if they are aiding terrorist 
plans to eliminate Cuban lead 
ers. they themselves w ill not he 
safe ” 
"The fact that Castro chose 
the Brazilian embassy as the 
site to make his remarks was 
taken (by the committee) as an 
indication that he knew" about 
the CIA pint, one source close to 
the committee said 
"If you were dealing with a 
clod, you might dismiss it." this 
source added, "but Castro was 
a bright fellow 
who liked 
nuance " 
The sources said that 
the 
Hi a ziiia n t onneetion shouId 
have triggered alarms within 
the CIA that the undercover 
agent, a highly placed official 
in the Cuban government, was 
a double agent keeping Castro 
informed of every development 
in the assassination plot. 
Instead, tha plot continued 
with CIA officers secretly 
meeting AM-LASH in various 
parts oi 
the world 
through 
October and November 1963 
At a meeting in October, a 


CIA officer named Desmond 
Fitzgerald identified himself as 
the person;!I representative of 
the President’s brother, then- 
Atty Gen Robert F Kennedy. 
The tmal meeting between 
AM LASH and Fitzgerald, at 
which the CIA officer delivered 
an assassination device, oc­ 
curred on Nov. 22. the day Ken 
ned\ was killed in Dallas. 
Sources said the continued 
existence of the plot in the face 
of strongsignals sent by Castro, 
along w ith Fitzgerald’s claim to 
\M LASH 
that 
he 
was 
representing 
the President’s 
brother, could have formed the 
motive 
for 
the 
Kennedy 
assassination. However, these 
sources stressed that there is no 
hard evidence linking Castro to 
Kennedy’s death 
Castro recently denied any 
connection with the assassina­ 
tion. 


One source said that not all 
the members of the nowdefunct 
intelligence comittee support 
the theory that Castro was 
behind Kennedy’s death. The 
panel’s report on the Kennedy

We hope this effort will continue in America 
for years to come because we believe in a nation 
that permit-, both sides to be so extremely active.

-„“ harmony” platform drew 
«'mixed reactions from Ohioans 
10 helped write it. 
¡One Ohio member of the 
Platform 
Committee 
was 
critical of the document as too 
bland, another is very happy 
with it, while a third wanted a 
jmore forthright platform but 
will accept the document which 
emerged. 
The trio of Ohio women on the 
Democratic Platform Commit­ 
tee were interv iewed here last 
week as the panel wound up 
months of work and adopted a 
platform to recommend to the 
National Convention. 
In contrast to previous years 
When bitter ideological fights 
marked efforts to put together a 
Democratic Platform, 
the 
effort this year displayed 
considerably harmony and 
produced the kind of document 
which supporters believe will 
•Unify the party behind the 
presidential 
candidacy 
of 
Jimmy Carter. 
“ I ’m happy with the plat­ 
form,’’ 
said 
Diana 
L. 
McConnaughey, a political 
activist from Dayton and 
member of the Ohio group on 
the Platform Committee. 
“ Ail of the serious issues 
were addressed in reasonable 
language, and the platform is 
constructed in such a way that 
the entire party can upport it,’’ 
said Mrs. McConnaughey 
She said this is a better 
situation than in previous years 
when “ flocks of Democratic 
congressional 
candidates 


disavowed the platform. 
The plat form provides an 
idologieal base on which the 
Democratic presidential and 
congressional candidates can 
run in 1976 I-ike this years 
apparent nominee Carter, the 
plat form is moderate in its 
language and steers clear of 
extreme positions 
It backs full employment, tax 
r e f o r m . 
g o v e r n m e n t 
reorganization, national health 
insurance, welfare reform, 
pardons for Vietnam era draft 
resisters and a breakup of big 
energy companies if there is 
inadequate 
competition 
Efforts to include planks on gay 
rights and decrimminilization 
of marijuana were rejected 
The panel backed school busing 
as a “ last resort” by the courts, 
but refused to endorse an anti - 
abortion 
Constitutional 
Admendment 
Mary Jane McDonald, of 
Newardk. Ohio, went along 
with the middle-road approach 
of the majority of the 153 
members of the Platform Com­ 
mittee. “The idealist in me 
wants a tougher platform, but 
the pragmatist in me tells me 
that is not the thing to do this 
year,” said Mrs. McDonald, a 
former member of the Ohio 
Democratic Executive Com­ 
mittee. 
Just such a practical ap­ 
proach was urged repeatedly 
during the debate by Stuart 
Eizenstat, the representative of 
former governor Carter on the 
Platform Committee. He urged 
the panel to avoid emotional 
issues that the Republicans 
could

against

Democrats in November 
The resulting document may 
insure unity when it goes before

The crucial point here is that 
the Soviet Cnion. for the first 
time in its history, has agreed 
to on-the-spot inspection by 
t S government scientists to 
confirm whether or not the 
Soviets are in fact abiding hv 
the rules of the game as 
outlined in the treaty. The 
United States, of course, will 
allow inspection by Soviet 
scientists checking on our' 
experiements 
This pact is for peaceful 
nuclear tests only 
But 
its 
provisions are crucial all the 
same If things work out ac 


cording to the agreement 
and 
that, of course, is by no means 
certain 
Moscow will not be 
able to conduct underground 
weapons tests above permitted 
levels while claiming these as 
experiments 
aimed 
at 
developing peaceiui uses. 
What 
makes this 
treaty 
workable, if the U.S. govern 
merit has the will, is that we 
now have sophisticated means 
of determining when and where 
significant tests have taken 
place, even when ingenious 
decoupling devices are used to 
hide the* strength of an ex­ 
plosion ^nd we have the ability 
to distinguish between ear­

Bui they’ve exhausted their 
trading tactics and find their 
opposite numbers unmoved and 
unu tiling to dish out the type of 
free giveaways this country 
fiassed out with SALT I then 
they’ll come around if they 
want a greaty. 
If they don’t wrant a treaty , 
there won’t be one anyway. It is 
not necessary 
therefore,

inducing the Russians to go 
along as Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger has so often 
done 
The Russian agreement in- 
this case, and in similar back 
downs in other instances, 
suggests that a quiet, firm 
attitude on the part of this

sequîousness on the one hand 
nor sabre rattling on the other, 
could serve this country well in 
dealing 
with 
the 
major 
problems which divide us 
Russian meddling in Africa. the 
middle East and Western 
Europe, to name three. 
Incidentally, there is some 
suggestion 
the 
mood

Americans as demonstrated in 
recent congressional votes on 
defease and inthe presidential 
primaries may have hastened 
the Russian decision to come to 
agreement in the peaceful 
nuclear testing treaty. There is 
no way available here to verif;

ment has recovered some

Wayne L Hays in 
November’s general election, 
Ralph R McCoy, says he fore­ 
sees ”a good three-way battle 
with Hays coming in third.” 
Hays, the 65-year-old Demo­ 
crat in the center of a congres­ 
sional sex scandal, defeated to­ 
ken 
opposition 
in 
the 
Democratic 
primary. 
In 
November, he will face McCoy 
and independent candidate 
William Crabbe. who is mayor 
of Steubenville, at 32,ooo the1 
district's largest city. 
McCo> 
is a 
fiscal 
con­ 
servative and political new 
comer who says citizens should 
“ remove the politicians from 
power and replace them with 
public servants.” 
He filed for the office in 
March, long before the scandal 
erupted and while conventional 
political wisdom held Hays to 
he unbeatable Since then, his 
odds have improved drastical 
ly, and his campaign is now 
drawing support from the1 Re 
publican National Committee 
Robert Bu/inski. a regional 
director of the Republican Na 
tional Committee, met privale- 
* ly with McCoy late last week 
while McCoy was attending a 
state candidates' seminar. He 
said McCoy is scheduled to at­ 
tend a congressional candi­ 
dates' seminar in Washington 
this week. 
“ I'd be untruthful if I told you 
we were not reassessing our 
situation.” Buzinski said “ We 
will be eonstantlv monitoring 
the situation there 
•But this is not something 
new 
or something .just for 
Ralph McCoy, 
he said “ We 
will make an attempt to help 
an> Republican candidate 
We re treating him just as we 
would any other candidate 
Buzinski said the national 
support w ill include money, but 
that he does not know how 
much 
lie1 noted that 
the 
amount is limited b> law 


McCoy said despite Hays" 
primary vie lory, the June 
election showed many in the 
district are disenchanted with 
the 
veteran 
congressman. 
McCoy noted that Hays' victory 
fell well short of his usual 4-1 
margin. 
“ There's a lot of protest vote 
within the Democratic party." 
he said. “ I ’m going to work on 
that 
McCoy said his campaign w ill 
not be aimed at Hays' personal 
life, but on his voting record as 
a congressman, primarily in 
fiscal matters. He said there 
will be “ no attacks on Hays as 
an individual." 
But that could be affected b\ 
the investigation into allega­ 
tions that Hays used public 
lunds to pay lor sexual favors. 
“ It that proves to be justified 
then that will be an issue,’ 
McCoy said 
1ndependent 
candidate 
Crabbe maintains that McCov 
remains a minor candidate, de 
spite party backing 
“ I don't look at him as a 
strong candidate because he 
never ran for office before.” 
Crabbe said "You don't all of 
the sudden run and expect to 
win 
"Hays is the man to beat 
There is noquestion in my mind 
that he will run,” Crabbe said, 
adding that. “ I expect to win.” 
McCoy said his principle is­ 
sue 
is 
the federal 
budget. 


“The majority ol the Ameri­ 
can people want the federal 
budget reduced as their tax 
burden can be eased.” McCoy 
said “ They also are building 
more and more resentment to­ 
wards the federal bureaucracy 
and the regulations that arc 
bong imposed upon us. 
"I intend to take a stand 
against the encroachment ol 
big brother from the banks of 
the Potomac River. 
“ During the tenure of the in 
cumbent (Hays), government 
regulations have become a tidal 


wave. We need to remove the 
politicians from power hnd re 
place them with public ser­ 
vants.” McCoy said. 
McCoy proposed what is in 
effect a “ sunset law ,” requiring 
government agencies to justify 
then budgets. 
“ I know a lot of federal 
agencies will shrink in size or 
go (hiI of business entirely when 
they have to justify their value 
to the taxpayers.” McCoy said. 
McCoy also said he favors a 
balanced federal budget, “ the 
saipe way most citizens and 
families in these United States 
balance their budgets If you do 
not have the income to pay the 
hill, you |hjI off the purchase 
McCoy is an engineer with 
the Ormet Corp . an aluminum 
reduction firm.

Finley, who made his fortune 
in the insurance business, has 
gambled on the courts before 
and lost, while baseball, a sport 
fascinated by statistics, is bat­ 
ting <xx) in recent legal tangles 
Neil Papiano, Finley's law­ 
yer, said Sunday from Los An­ 
geles that he would file four or 
five causes of action seeking 
damages “ in the neighborhood 
ol $io million” and asking an 
injunction against Kuhn’s order 
nullify ins Finley's $3.5 million 
sale of three star players. 
Papiano said the suit would 
be filed either in a state or fed­

DEAR DR. LAMB - I read 
an article in the newspaper 
that caused me some concern. 
The title was “ Skipped 
H e a rtb e a ts 
M ay 
B e 
F o re ru n n e r of Sudden 
Death ” Since I have been 
subject to premature beats 
lor about 20 years I read the 
article with some trepidation. 
The a r tic le said 
the 
significance of the premature 
beats depends on their setting. 
They are more significant in 
persons who have already had 
a heart attack or in persons 
who have a large number of 
them. 
I am 59 years old. 5 feet 1 
and weigh 112 pounds. I have 
never had a heart attack. I 
teach English and lead a fair­ 
ly active life. I follow a 
regular exercise program — a 
hall hour of calisthenics, in­ 
cluding jogging in place, 
every 
weekday 
m orning: 
brisk walks (three to five 
miles round trip) four or five 
days a week, frequent work­ 
ing out to music; and almost 
daily bicycle riding in the 
summer. 1 drink one cup of 
coffee a day and smoke about 
a carton of cigarettes a 
month. 
My doctor has been aware 
of these irregular beats from 
the time they began and he 
assures me that they are not 
from any organic heart condi- 
tio n . 
I 
have an annual 
physical, and my cholesterol, 
trig ly c e rid e s and blood 
pressure are all within normal 
range. He says not to worry 
about these skipped beats and 
up until now I have managed 
not to worry unduly about 
them However, when I read 
this article. I wondered if con­ 
tinued research had revealed 
new knowledge which might 
apply to me. I do have them 
almost daily and sometimes 
they are sustained. They do 
not seem to bo related to exer­ 
cise or exertion. 
1)E \H READER - Since 
you have had them tor 20 
years, it they area forerunner 
of sudden death, vou have 


been mighty lucky, particular- 
1 v co n sid e rin g a ll 
th at 
physical activity. Seriously. I 
think you can relax under the 
circumstances 
It is true that premature 
beats that come from the ven­ 
tric le in a person in the 
hospital with a heart attack 
can be quite important. They 
may even precede a fatal 
irregularity of the heart. If 
they occur for the first time in 
a person who has underlying 
heart disease they can be 
significant. 
To give you more informa­ 
tion about premature beats I 
am sending you The Health 
Letter number 6-12, Heart 
Irregularities, .Skipped Beats, 
Tachycardias.

The vast m a jo rity -of 
premature beats that people 
have in daily life are not 
dangerous. In fact, almost 
everyone has a few. I saw 
premature beats in most oi 
America's astronauts at one 
time or another when I was 
examining them. Some were 
brought on during exercise 
and went away as the exercise 
contin ue d. O thers w ere 
brought, on by v a r i ou s 
breathing maneuvers. Still 
others occurred spontaneous­ 
ly- 
’ Premature beats were com­ 
mon in a large number of 
healthy pilots from the I S. 
Air Force flying crews, and 
unless they had other findings 
i hat did suggest heart disease, 
we returned these people to 
lull tiying duty. People with 
these problems should quit 
smoking, avoid coffee, tea, 
colas and anything that causes 
indigestion. Of course, a 
medical check-up is wise to 
find out for certain what they 
mean.

age crops turrr out. it kx)ks now 
as if dairy farmers will do bet­ 
ter f inancially in 1976 than they 
have in several years, accord­ 
ing to Agriculture Department 
economists 
Production has jumped more 
than 3 per cent from last year 
so far and probably will mean 
that total output this year will 
be around 117.5 billion pounds 
or more, the most since J 19.9 
billion in 1972. 
Department experts say that 
this year's ( ash receipts from 
milk sales 
what farmers 
gross — probably will be up 
substantially from the record of 
$9.9 billion in 1975. During the 
first 
three 
months, 
cash- 
receipts .climbed nearly 25 per 
cent above January-March of 
last year. 
The sizable jump in milk pro­ 
duction so far this year was a 
main reason why Agriculture 
Secretary Earl L. But / decided 
not to boost federal dairy price 
supports lurther. 
But/ announced last week 
that the supports would be kept 
at $6.13 per 100 pounds of man- 
ufacturing-grade milk in the 
third quarter which will begin 
July 1. That is the rate which 
has been in effect since April 1, 
the beginning of the 1976-77 
milk marketing year. 
One I’SDA sourc e, asking not 
to he identified, said that dairy 
farmers ‘‘should be happy But/, 
didn’t decrease the support” 
from $8,13 because of the surge 
in milk production. 
B y law, Butz has the author­ 
ity to set the basic milk price 
support at between 75 and 90 
per cent of parity, a price or - 
mu la designed m any years ago 
to show how much farmers 
would have to get for a com­ 
modity to give them the same 
buying power they tad in 1910- 
14. The parity prices change 
regularly to reflect higher pro­ 
duction costs and other factors. 
But/ said the estimated July 
parity price of milk would be 
about the same as ihwas three 
months ago. Thus, the decision 
not to boost the support, means 
that the rate erf $6 13 per 100 
pounds of milk will be 80 per 
cent of parity, the same as it 
was on April 1, he said. 
But under the4aw’s formula. 
Butz could have cut the support 
rate to 75 per cent — the min­ 
imum — which would be $7.62 
per hundredweight. 
B y 
the 
same token, he had the author­ 
ity to raise it to 85 per cent or 
$8.64, where many dairy groups 
think the support should be. or 
to the maximum of 90 per cent, 
which would mean a suoDorl of 
$9.14 per hundredweight at the 
current parity level. 
Butz is committed to review 
the dairy situation even- three 
months, meaning that another 
decision w ill be due by Oct. 1. If 
the corn crop shrivels from 
drought and feed prices sky­ 
rocket again, Butz will be under 
heavy pressure to boost the 
support price at that time, par­ 
ticularly with the fall elections 
coming up. 
Although milk price supports 
have risen gradually in recent 
years, the supply of milk has 
not kept up with demands late­ 
ly. Thus, market prices of but­ 
ter. cheese and dried milk have 
generally been higher than the 
support price. Those items are 


bought hy the government 
when prices sag in order to 
carry out the support program 
for farmers. 


Thus, the government has 
tad to buy little milk in the 
form of manufactured products 
. to carry out the sunnort Dro- 
gram. One reason has been 
that commercial inventories of 
dairy products have been low 
for some time and the upturn in 
production is allowing those to 
be rebuilt. 
An illustration of the finan­ 
cial hind that dairy farmers 
have been in until recently is a 
new analysis of milk production 
costs prepared hy the depart­ 
ment’s Econom ic Research 
Service for the Senate Agricul­ 
ture Committee. The study, 
which is to be updated annual­ 
ly. was directed by Congress in 
the 1973 farm act and is based 
on surveys made in 1974 among 
1,600 dairy farmers in 24 key 
areas. 
The study says that in 1974 it 
cost the farmers surveyed an 
average of $6.74 to produce 100 
pounds of milk if their own 
home-grown feed was valued at 
no more than it cost to produce. 
It the feed was valued at the 
prevailing market value, the 
cost of producing milk in 1974 
was computed at $7.61 per 100 
pounds. 
Those costs are only “ direct” 
expenses and do not include 
other overhead expenses and 
land. When all costs were con­ 
sidered, the analysts said the 
total expense of producing 100 
pounds of milk averaged $8.93 
among those producers sur­ 
veyed Not counting land, the 
cost was $8.06 per 100 pounds 
The report said that those 
various 
cost 
computations 
compared with an average of 
$8.35* per 100 pounds which the 
farmers in the survey received 
for milk in 1974.

dropped sharply last year, par­ 
ticularly in Europe, but farm­ 
ers may boost output in 1976, 
according to an Agriculture De- 
fiartment analyst. 
Franklin E . Hokana of the 
department’s Foreign Agriiul- 
tural Service said that the 1976 
world potato crop 
may 
be 
“ moderately larger” than last 
year's 230 million metric tons, 
weather permitting. 


Hokana said in a report today 
in “ Foreign Agriculture” pub­ 
lished by his agency that U.S. 
growers have indicated a 5 per 
cent larger acreage and that 
some European countries also 
expect to boost plantings. But a 
shortage of good potato seed 
has been a problem, he said. 
Last year’s short potato crop 
in Europe triggered soaring 
prices and some scarcity. In 
Britain, for example, retail po­ 
tato prices jumped from 2.5 
pence per pound in Feb. 1975 to 
12 pence a year later, the report 
said.

Ohio District of the Lutheran 
Church-Missouri Synod gave a 
vote of support to graduates of 
the synod's seminary-in-exile 
(Seminex) on Sunday and 
passed a resolution urging Ohio 
Lutheran churches to find tem­ 
porary assignments for Semi­ 
nex graduates. 
The districts's vote, by a 
show erf hands, came on the fi­ 
nal day of a three-day con­ 
vention here. 
But the convention declined 
to censure or condemn any pai 
ty in the theological dispute by 
name, saying such activities 
are “ schismatic.” The con­ 
vention urged moderation by 
all parties. 
The resolutions came in the 
continuing controversy over the 
unsanctioned St. Louis. Mo., 
seminary, which came into ex­ 
istence when the president of 
the Concordia Seminary in St. 
Louis. Dr. John Tietjen, was 
accused with permitting the 
teaching of lalse doctrine in a 
theological dispute over Biblic­ 
al interpretation 
About 450 students and 42 
professors left Concordia 
in 
protest and formed Seminex. 
which is not recognized hy the 
church hierarchy. 
Earlier in the weekend, the 
church's English Distict voted 
overwhelmingly in Chicago to 
split entirely with the synod and 
establish a 
new 
demonima- 
tion—the English Synod- in re­ 
action to the theological dis­ 
pute. 
The Ohio convention's vote 
came on a request by The Rev. 
Gerald 
M iller, 
pastor 
of 
Gethsemane Lutheran Chureh 
in 
Columbus, 
a 
Seminex 


graduate 
who 
asked 
the 
delegates to indicate whether 
they support him in his position. 
The resolution before the con­ 
vention said the distrtict af­ 
firms “ the validity of the min­ 
istry ot Gerald Miller and ap­ 
peal to the congregations of the 
district to recognize his minis- 
tr> 
After lepghty debate, the 300 
delegates afhrmed by show of 
hands both the Rev Mr M il­ 
lers ministry and the right of 
the Gethsemane congregation 
to issue its call to him. 
The district also acted to find 
temporary assignments for 
Seminex graduates who are 
members of Ohio District con­ 
gregations. The action does not 
call for ordination or in ­ 
stallation, however. 
The convention also petition­ 


ed the svnod to rev ise proce­ 
dures which bar Seminex 
graduates from certification as 
pastors on the clergy roster of 
the church. 
The district also passed a 
resolution “ to preserve unity in 
the Ohio Distict.” calling for 
the district president to counsel 
with pastors or congregations 
considering leaving the district 
The resolution also asks the 
district board of directors to 
call a special convention if divi 
smn appears imminent within 
the svnod.
